WAGE PROPOSAL SUBMITTED TO THE 
FORT WAYNE PROFESSIONAL FIREFIGHTERS UNION 
LOCAL 124 I.A.F.F. TO COVER THE CALENDAR YEAR 1981 WAGES 


ITEM 1: $1,253 across the board increase for all members of the bargaining unit. 

ITEM 2: $1,000 bonus to be given to each employee who has 25 years of service 

or more provided no legal ramifications develop which would make it 
mandatory to be considered part of the base rate and thus used in 
Pension computations or Pension assessments or payments. 

ITEM 3: Two (2) additional holidays will be given to the nine (9) currently 

recognized and only those employees working shall be paid an additional 
day’s pay of $130. 

The additional holidays proposed would be the day before Thanksgiving and 
the day before New Year's. 

ITEM 4: Additional thirty-five (.35) cents per hour for those members of the 
bargaining group in the Communications and Signal Departments for all 
hours worked on shifts beginning between twelve (12) noon and twelve 
(12) midnight. 

ITEM 5: Five hundred dollars ($500) technical pay for following classifications 
and numbers: 


(a) No more than twenty (20) divers 

(b) Three (3) Signal Department Journeyman Electricians 

(c) Two (2) Certified E.M.T. Instructors 

Qualifications for the Technical pay shall be arrived at and said pay 
shall be granted at the discretion of the Fire Chief.
